Now foꝛaſmuch as it impoꝛteth the State and ſtrength of Our Rauie (whereok Our Fleet 
of Bourdeaux, andother Our Shipping, Trading foꝛ wines into France is anotable pyytion) 
That the ſaidLaw of ; Elizabeth, be nomozediſobeyed oꝛ neglected, but that it bee traightly 
and ſeuerely executed : Wee doe hereby charge andcommand , That the bzanch of the ſad 
Law of ;.Elizaberh, which concerneth the Impoꝛtation of wines of the Dominions aud 
Countreys belonging to the Crowne of France, in ſuch Ueſſels onely, whereof our Subietts 
are Owners 02 Part · owners, be from hentefooꝛth diligently and ſeuerely put in execution; 
and that no perſon,either Alien, Denizon, oꝛ Our naturall bozne Subiect, doe pꝛeſume to 
bꝛing in any wines into this Our Realme of England, contrary to the true intent and effect 
of the ſaid Law, Upon paine, al well ofconfiſcation, as is in that Law expꝛeſſed, As ud ot 
Our high indignation and diſpleaſure , both towards the Offenders, and towards all Our 
Officers and Miniſters, which ſhalbe found ſlacke and remiſſe, in pꝛoturing andaſſiſting the 
due execution of the laid Law.
